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Section  2:  The  Language  of  Poetry 

In  this  section  students  explore  the  language  of  poetry.  They  begin  by  examining  ways  that  poets  use 
figurative  language  and  sensory  images  to  express  their  feelings  and  ideas.  They  read  and  respond  to  a variety 
of  poems  to  learn  how  writers  use  similes,  metaphors,  and  personification  to  create  powerful  and  imaginative 
images  for  their  readers.  They  go  on  to  explore  two  forms  of  poetry  in  which  shape  plays  a very  important 
role.  Finally,  they  discover  how  poets  use  sound  devices  to  enhance  the  meaning  of  their  poems.  Students 
have  opportunities  to  use  the  language  of  poetry  by  creating  their  own  poems. 

• Emphasize  to  your  student  that  comparisons  form  the  basis  for  most  figurative  devices.  Help  your 
student  as  he  or  she  practises  identifying  the  two  things  that  are  being  compared  in  the  figurative 
devices  that  are  provided.  Encourage  your  student  to  look  for  examples  of  figurative  language  and 
imagery  from  a variety  of  sources  such  as  advertisements  or  song  lyrics. 

• Have  your  student  look  for  examples  of  everyday  expressions  that  contain  figures  of  speech.  These  are 
often  “worn-out”  comparisons.  Have  your  student  rewrite  these  as  more  original  expressions. 

• Encourage  your  student  to  discuss  his  or  her  response  to  the  poetry  encountered  in  the  module. 

• Remind  your  student  when  comparing  the  two  narrative  poems — “Smokeroom  on  the  Kyle”  and  “The 
Charge  of  the  Light  Brigade” — to  provide  details  from  the  poems  to  support  his  or  her  statements. 

• Your  student  should  follow  the  writing  process  as  closely  as  possible  when  writing  his  or  her  poem. 

• Encourage  your  student  to  get  feedback  from  a partner  on  his  or  her  oral  presentation  before  submitting 
the  recording  for  assessment. 

Final  Module  Assignment 

• There  has  been  a great  deal  of  literary  terminology  used  in  this  module.  Help  your  student  to  learn  the 
definitions  of  these  terms.  As  well,  many  of  the  poems  contain  words  that  will  be  unfamiliar.  Remind 
your  student  to  add  words  to  his  or  her  vocabulary  log.  Students  should  have  five  words  in  their 
vocabulary  log  submission.  A dictionary  may  be  used  for  accurate  definitions  or  synonyms. 

• Encourage  your  student  to  respond  to  a variety  of  journal  entries  and  portfolio  items  as  he  or  she  works 
through  the  module.  This  makes  the  journal  and  portfolio  assignments  in  the  Final  Module  Assignment 
easier  to  complete. 

• While  your  student  may  need  some  guidance  in  responding  to  the  questions  asked  in  the  learning  log, 
the  responses  should  be  an  honest  attempt  by  the  student  to  reflect  on  his  or  her  learning. 

• Your  student  may  need  some  assistance  in  responding  to  question  5.  The  response  should,  however,  be 
an  honest  attempt  by  your  student  to  reflect  on  his  or  her  learning.  By  now,  students  should  be  aware 
that  poetry  contains  layers  of  meaning  and  that  it  is  not  only  the  words  that  convey  ideas  and  feelings.
